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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has provided a detailed description of 
how the device of Silverbrook is used. The manner in which the devices are used are not means for patentable distinction. It has been 
held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the 
claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). The 
only structural requirement of the ejection structures as claimed is that they move individually. The shutters of Silverbrook move 
individually. Furthermore on page 3 applicant states "Although Silverbrook teaches that the shutters 31.1,31.2 can be positioned been an 
opened position and a closed position to vary the volume of an ejected ink drop" It is clear that the shutters affect the ejection of drops 
from the device. Applicant's argument is based on an intended function of the structures is to eject a volume of fluid. The claim does not 
claim any fluid being present in the device. Applicant's device only functions as such when a fluid is within the chamber. Movement of the 
structures in the absent of fluid only results in having two individually moveable structures. However, the examiner asserts movement of 
the shutters in Silverbrook can affect the movement of fluid from the device. For the reasons given herein the rejection of the claims as 
given are proper and maintained. 
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
